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GIANT DAM 
IS PLANNED 
IN MEXICO 


GUAYMAS (Mex.)' March 12.— 
Construction of the largest irriga- 
tion project on the continent will 
be started in a few weeks, accord- 
ing to official information received 
here from Mexico City. It 


stated that President Obregon has 
authorized the expenditure of 
20,000,000 pesos, equivalent to 
$10,000,000 United States currency, 
in building a giant dam across the 
Yaqui River and the construction 
of a system of irrigation canals 
and ditches. 

More than 1,200, 900 acres of 
land is to be reclaimed by the 
proposed irrigation system. The 
money which the government is 
to advance for the construction 
of the project is to be repaid by 
the landowners, covering a period 
of years.
